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TWENTY illegally parked cars 
on Haverhill's High Street were 
issued with warnings in a 
single morning as part of a 
police crackdown. 

The blitz follows pleas by shops, 
businesses and residents who are 
fed up with cars parked on double 
yellow lines. 

Officers agreed to get tough with 
motorists after the problem was raised at 
a monthly police meeting on Monday. 

New signs warning people about the 
harder stance have been installed and 
officers will issue warnings over the next 
few weeks before handing out £30 on-the- 
spot fines. 

Sgt Sarah Bartley, from Haverhill police 
station, said: “We have been taking 
registration numbers and have issued 
warnings. 

“If we find the same motorists doing the 
same thing, they may find themselves 
with a £30 fine. 

“We no longer have a full-time traffic 
warden and people have got into the habit 
of parking on double yellow lines. 

“Instead of just going out and slapping 
cars with tickets, we want to educate 
people first.

“In one morning there were 20 people 
parked illegally in one area. It’s obviously a 
big problem for us.” 

One resident who attended the Safer 
Neighbourhood meeting at Parkway Middle 
School said parking on the High Street was 
the top priority for almost everyone 
present. 

The man, who did not wish to be named, 
said: “The meeting was split into groups of 
six, who discussed their main concerns. 
Every single table came back with the same 
answer - cars on the High Street. 

“It’s a massive problem and police need 
to reclaim the street by getting tough.” 

Gordon Mussett, town clerk at Haverhill 
Town Council, said: “Almost without 
exception everyone in the room felt parking 
in High Street, Queen Street and other part 
of the town was being totally abused. 

“Cars are actually parking directly on the 
pavement, which blocks the path for prams, 
wheelchair users and pedestrians. 

“Sometimes cars have driven up to 
people talking on the pavement and forced 
them to move off - it’s just not acceptable. 

“Lots of money has been spent on 
repairing pavements and parking heavy 
cars on them is causing significant damage 
too.” 

Plans to pedestrianise Haverhill town 
centre will be subject to a public inquiry in 
September. 

Other priorities adopted by police 
focused on anti-social behaviour in 
Haverhill’s Recreation Ground and on the 
railway lines near the Chalkstone estate. 

Officers will step up patrols to prevent 
drinking in the no-alcohol zone, drug use, 
noise and smashed bottles in the playing 
area.

Waste site reopens 
after massive blaze 


A WASTE recycling plant is set to 
reopen today just four days after 
it was hit by a massive fire. 

About 40 firefighters were called to the 
recycling centre on the A1307 Haverhill 
bypass on Sunday after a blaze broke out 
shortly before 1pm. 

Fire crews from Haverhill, Wickham- 
brook, Linton, Newmarket and Clare 
attended the scene, while a turntable 
ladder from Bury St Edmunds was used 
to spray the 100m by 200m metal 
building from above. 

Residents in Helions Bumpstead were 
warned to close their windows after 
thick black smoke blew across to their 
homes. 

Crews remained at the scene until 
Tuesday at 5pm when the incident was 
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finally closed. 

Investigations are now taking place to 
determine the cause of the blaze and the 
extent of the damage. 

But the waste centre is set to restart 
operations from today, Suffolk Fire 
Service has confirmed. 

Special equipment to monitor air 
quality has been used by the Environ¬ 
ment Agency, while environmental 
health officers have also monitored the 
situation. 

Acrid smoke from burning waste 
material and plastic inside the unit 
made it difficult for the crews to fight the 
flames. 


Teen’s nose broken as Facebook feud turns nasty 


A TEENAGER suffered a 
broken nose after a Facebook 
feud turned violent.

son, 23, then lashed out at a 
16-year-old boy, in defence of 
his girlfriend. The teenager 
sustained a broken nose from 
a single blow, the court heard. 

In a statement the 16-year- 
old said swelling caused by 
the injury had forced him to 


take two weeks off work and 
the injury was still painful. 
Harrison was arrested and 
initially maintained his 
innocence, but changed his 
plea to guilty to a charge of 
assault causing actual bodily 
harm as his trial was due to 
begin this week. 

Two other girls were con¬ 
victed of an assault on a girl, 
in a case dealt with by magi¬ 
strates.

Club staff to 
work for free 

A POPULAR youth club 
is to continue despite 
losing its funding. 

Castle Camps Youth 
Club, which has run in 
the village for more 
than 25 years, had 
faced closure after 
Cambridgeshire County 
Council axed its 
financial support. 

But three of the four 
youth workers made 
redundant have agreed 
to work for free to keep 
the Friday night club 
open. 

Castle Camps Parish 
Council has agreed to 
pay £25 a week 
towards the £41 cost 
of hiring the village 
hall. The remaining 
£16 will be raised by 
the youth club. 

It means the council 
will need to raise £975 
from its precept for the 
trial period, which ends 
in December. 

About 30 children aged 
over 11 attend the club 
each week, although 
attendance can be as 
high as 60. 


Paul Goodman, station manager at 
Haverhill, said: “There was plastic and all 
sorts of material in the building, so we 
didn’t want to breathe it in.” 

Speaking on Monday, a spokesman for 
Suffolk Fire and Rescue Service issued a 
warning to people living in the area. 

He said: “Public should be aware that 
a copious amount of black smoke is still 
issuing and the smoke plume is heading 
south west towards the Helions Bump- 
stead area. 

“Residents in this vicinity are advised 
to close all windows and doors.” 

The fire service said much of the 
smoke came from the burning waste and 
the building suffered only minor 
damage. 


loanne Eley, defending 
Harrison, of Longbanks, 
Harlow, said: “This was 
completely out of character.

CHILDREN and teachers have 
given the thumbs-up to their new 
£5.1 million primary school. 

Youngsters at Clements Primary 
School moved into their new 
building in Greenfields Way, in 
Haverhill, on Monday ahead of the 
school’s official opening in 
September. 

Pupils were clearly impressed 
with the new eight-classroom 
school, which also includes a 
dining area, computer suite, 
library, larger playground, food 
technology kitchens and an eco- 
friendly roof covered by lawn. 

Angela Feria, spokeswoman for 
Clements Primary, said: “It’s a 
wonderful school and the children 
absolutely love it. 


“All the moving was done over 
half-term, so students have arrived 
for the first time this week and they 
are amazed by it.” 

The new school, which replaces 
the old 1960s premises in 
Clarendon Road, will also teach 
Year 6 students for the first time - 
expanding the school’s roll from 
195 pupils to 225. 

The change is part of the move 
towards a two-tier education 
system in Suffolk, which will see 
Haverhill’s three middle schools 
close next month. 

Mrs Feria added: “We did not 
have enough space at the other 
school and there was no 
opportunity to expand because of 
the school’s location.

The old Clarendon Road school 
is set to be demolished over the 
next few months and will become a 
public green space. 

Haverhill’s three middle schools 
- Chalkstone Way, Castle Hill and 
Parkway - are set to close next 
month, with Year 7 and 8 attending 
standard 11-18 comprehensives 
instead of upper schools. 

The decision is part of plans by 
Suffolk County Council in 2007 to 
axe 40 middle schools - which 
were pushed through despite more 
than 10,000 parents objecting in a 
petition.

‘Changes will help 
our pupils thrive’ 


PUPILS in Haverhill will 
“thrive” under a long- 
awaited school shake- 
up, a head teacher 
claims. 

The first middle school 
pupils arrived at Samuel Ward 
Academy on Monday in a bid 
to integrate Year 7s and 8s into 
standard 11-18 comp- 
rehensives. 

Three middle schools in 
Haverhill - Chalkstone, 
Parkway and Castle Manor - 
will close next month as part 
of plans to create a two-tier 
education system across 
Suffolk. 

New buildings at the town’s 
existing upper schools have 
been built to accommodate 
the extra pupils, with Year 8s 
heading to Samuel Ward 
before the official opening of 
the 11-18 secondary in Sept¬ 
ember. 

Howard Lay, principal at the 
Chalkstone Way college, 
believed both younger and 
older pupils would benefit 
from attending school to¬ 
gether. 

He said: “We’ve used this 
opportunity to restructure and 
reshape the school comp¬ 
letely. 

“We have introduced a 
house system, which will 
encourage links between 
different year groups and 
promote competition. 

“We’ve introduced a ment¬ 
oring scheme where older 
pupils can help young pupils. 
The changeover also allows 
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older pupils to develop lead¬ 
ership skills and offer help to 
younger students. 

“We will even be getting 
some of our sixth-formers to 
teach younger years. We will 
pay them and they can work 
with individuals or small 
groups in after-school classes. 

“Often they’ve just comp¬ 
leted their GCSE exams and 
know exactly what’s needed 
when it comes to revision and 
learning. 

“We’ve really embraced the 
change and think pupils will 
thrive in the new set-up. 

“We’ve had three years to 
plan this and things have gone 
very smoothly. We’ve invited 
the Year 8s here and they have 
started their Year 9 studies 
earlier. 

“In a few weeks, we will 
have the Year 7 s here to start 
Year 8 and then we’ll be doing 
some introductory classes for 
Year 6 ahead of their start in 
Year 7 in September.” 

From September, the school 
will have about 1,300 pupils 
compared the 950 at the 
existing school. 

Mr Lay added: “We’ve made 
transformational changes to 
the school in terms of the 
curriculum and focus of 
learning. 

“Parents seem to be keen on 
the changes too. We’ve only 
about four places left for Year 7 
and seven for Year 8 next year.”

tax credits 

Q : I’ve got an official 

package through the post 
aoout my tax credits but I’m 
not really sure what I’m 
meant to do with it. Can you 
help? 

A : If you’ve been getting tax 
credits, you should have 
received an annual review 
pack (called a ‘renewals pack’) 
from HM Revenue and 
Customs (HMRC). 

Make sure you look at this 
pack and fill in any forms you 
need to as soon as possible - 
the deadline is luly 31. You 
must do this even if you are no 
longer getting any money or 
expect payments to end soon. 
If you don’t do this by luly 31: 

■ you may have to repay any 
money you've received since 
April 6; 

■ if you’re still getting 
payments, these will stop. 
HMRC need you to look at the 
pack so that they can work out 
how much your payments 
should be for the current tax 
year and make sure they paid 
you the right amount for the 
last tax year. 

Read through the pack 
carefully to check that all the 
information about you is 
correct and whether you need 
to contact HMRC - you can 
either do this by phone, or by 
sending your form back by 
post to the Tax Credit Office.

Prison monitor 
critical of cuts

SAFETY and security at a 
prison near Haverhill 
could be compromised if 
planned cuts are made, a 
watchdog has warned. 

The concerns over future 
staffing levels at HMP Highpoint 
have been raised in a report by 
the Independent Monitoring 
Board into conditions at the cat¬ 
egory C prison near Stradishall. 

Inspectors praised the “dedi¬ 
cation and commitment of staff”, 
but raised doubts about their 
ability to cope if staffing levels fell 
following imminent budget cuts. 

Other worries centred on the 
decision to merge the 920-place 
prison with the neighbouring 
HMP Edmunds Hill in April, 
which would see 1,300 men acc¬ 
ommodated over the two sites. 

The report’s authors said: “At 
present staffing levels permit a 


Concern: a watchdog has issued a 
warning over future prison staffing. 

prompt and effective response to 
any incident that may occur. 

“With staff stretched this may 
not be possible and safety and 
security could be compromised. 

“The board also fears that the 
savings required may make it 
increasingly difficult to maintain 
the current regime and that 
education, training and resettle¬ 
ment opportunities might also 
suffer.” 


The report praised many 
aspects of the prison, where pop 
star George Michael served his 
eight-week jail sentence for 
dangerous driving last year, 
including its crackdown on illicit 
booze, drugs and mobile phones. 

Just 32 phones were seized in 
2010 compared with 98 in 2008 
and 63 in 2009, while quantities 
of cannabis seized fell from 
l,849g three years ago to 114g last 
year. 

Home-brewed ‘hooch’ seized 
also fell from 321 litres in 2008 to 
30 litres last year. 

But inspectors still had “grave 
concerns” about the help given to 
inmates with mental health 
problems. 

They also reported “serious 
delays” of up to two weeks for 
men awaiting prescription drugs 
to treat heart conditions and 
depression. 

Prisoners also had to wait up to 
14 weeks for dental treatment 
after a new provider took over.

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Council to probe 
chiefs expenses

EXPENSES claims 
made by Suffolk 
County Council's 
chief executive are set 
to come under close 
scrutiny 

The county council’s dis¬ 
missal appeals committee 
was asked to look into 
whistle-blowing allegations 
levelled against Andrea 
Hill, the council’s chief 
executive, but rather than 
resolving the complaint, 
the committee decided her 
expenses claims warranted 
further investigation. 

A team will report back 
to the committee with its 
findings on June 24. 

Mrs Hill had been set to 
return from leave in early 
May, but she has been 
asked to take extended 
leave while anonymous 
complaints levelled against 
her were investigated. 

The dismissals appeals 
committee met last Friday 
to discuss the matter, and 
while it ruled some of the 
accusations had been 
resolved, it saw fit to 
examine a number of the 
allegations, as well as her 
expense claims, more 
closely. 

The committee has ruled 



the head of strategic HR, 
another senior officer 
implicated by the whistle¬ 
blower, had no case to 
answer. 

Speaking on the day of 
the meeting, a spokesman 
for the council said: “The 
dismissals appeals 
committee today received a 
preliminary report into 
whistle blowing allegations 
made against Andrea Hill. 

“The committee was 
able to resolve some of the 
allegations, however it felt 
that a number required 
further investigation. 

“In addition, as a result 
of FOI requests into 
expense claims by Andrea 
Hill, the committee has 
asked the investigation 
team to review those 
claims.

Information obtained 
through a Freedom of 
Information request 
showed Mrs Hill had 
claimed £1,784.72 for hotel 
stays during 2010/2011, 
including a night in 
Aldeburgh’s Brudenell 
Hotel, which cost £120. 

She also spent three 
nights in the Sandbanks 
hotel near Bournemouth 
which cost £205 a night, 
while her colleagues 
attending the same 
conference stayed in a 
hotel at £85 a night.

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Current cash squeeze is 
‘just like wartime misery’ 


F AMILY budgets are under 
the cosh - and this week, 
fresh blows have come 
raining down on households in 
our region. 

Energy company Scottish Power 
announced it was raising gas bills by 19 
per cent and electricity tariffs by 10 per 
cent, and figures revealed that food 
prices were rising at their fastest rate 
for two years - one pensioner 
struggling to make ends meet said it 
reminded her of wartime deprivation 
and rationing. 

It is now expected that other energy 
providers, including British Gas and 
npower, will follow suit and put their 
prices up. 

On the food front, figures released 
yesterday showed that retail prices shot 
up nearly 

5 per cent in the past 12 months, 
driven by the soaring cost of corn, 
wheat and sugar. Corn prices rocketed 
by 112 per cent, wheat shot up by 72 
per cent, and sugar went up 51 per 
cent, the British Retail Consortium 
said.

(CAB), said the latest gas and electricity 
rises could push more families into 
“fuel poverty” - where they simply 
could not afford to pay their bills. 

She said: “Our figures show that in 
2006-2007, we dealt with a total of 
about £15,000 worth of fuel bills that 
people came to us saying they couldn’t 
pay. 

“In 2009/2010, that figure increased 
nearly sevenfold to £100,000. That is a 
quite staggering increase - and I’m 
sure that when the next set of figures 
becomes available, in view of all the 
rises in utility bills recently, we will see 
the figure rise much higher. 

“In the case of food, we have been 
running a food voucher scheme, where 
we give people vouchers that they can 
spend at a local food bank, and we’ve 
had big demand for them. It’s quite 
bizarre that in a place like Cambridge, 
which is seen as wealthy, there are 
people who need food vouchers.” 

She said CAB staff around the region 
were doing their best to advise families 
and individuals on how best to cope 
with the pressure of spiralling prices. 



She said: “With energy prices, the 
best advice is often to seek out a fixed 
tariff if possible, and in general, people 
who have problems making ends meet 
must sit down and make a list of what 
they have to pay out - and ensure that 
they put the payments with the 
greatest priority at the top of that list.” 

It has been suggested that the 
Government should step in to curb 
price rises by the utility companies, but 
a spokesman for Cambridgeshire 


Older People’s Enterprise, which 
campaigns on issues relating to people 
aged over 50, said: “That sort of thing 
hasn’t worked in the past. A better 
pension for older people would help.” 

For one pensioner, the rising cost of 
food and fuel has evoked grim 
memories of life 70 years ago - during 
the Second World War. 

Marjorie Boorman, 94, lives with her 
disabled son Richard, who is in his 60s, 
in a bungalow at Chatteris, and faces a 
daily struggle to pay the bills. 

She said: “I get my gas and electricity 
from E.ON, and I’ve got gas heating as 
well as a gas cooker, so the cost just 
keeps on going up and up. The 
companies keep on increasing their 
prices, and they know they can do that 
because we have to buy what they’re 
selling. People have to keep warm. 

“The cost of food has made us 
change our diet. Having a steak is a 
luxury. Instead, it’s chicken or neck of 
lamb cooked in a casserole because it’s 
cheaper. 

“When I see the price of something, 
the alarm bells ring, and I tell my son 
we have to cut that item out. 

“At the moment, it’s like it was 
during the war, when we had next to 
nothing - and rationing.” 


How to stretch 
those pounds 
and pennies... 

■ Before shopping for food, 
make a list - supermarkets 
spend a small fortune on 
persuading people to buy things 
on impulse, and sticking to a list 
will forestall a shock at the 
checkout. 

■ Cut electricity bills by simply 
switching things off - lights, TV 
sets and other appliances need 
not be on permanently. Only use 
washing machines or 
dishwashers on full load. 

■ Cut gas bills by using fewer 
rings on the cooker- 
vegetables can be cooked 
together rather than in separate 
pans, and slow cookers and 
microwave ovens are more 
economical than conventional 
ovens. 

■ Choose a fuel bill payment 
method that offers a discount. 
Some fuel suppliers offer a 
discount to customers who pay 
by direct debit, standing order, a 
fixed payment budget scheme or 
a flexible payments scheme.

X-MEN: FIRST CLASS 
certificate 12A 131m 

VERY good things come to 
those who wait. 

After the sinking ship of Pirates 
Of The Caribbean: On Stranger 
Tides and the pounding 
headache of The Hangover Part 
II, the omens were distinctly ill 
for this summer season. 
Thankfully British director 
Matthew Vaughn, who lifted 
spirits last year with the 
deliciously foul-mouthed Kick- 
Ass, repeats the feat with this 
exhilarating, action-packed 
prequel based on the hugely 
popular Marvel Comics. 

After the lukewarm reception to 
spin-off X-Men Origins: 

Wolverine, Vaughn delivers a 
sleek and satisfying opening 
chapter that establishes the 
mythology of the iconic 
characters and provides 
tantalising glimpses of where 
the series can go next. 

The film opens in Poland in 1944 
with young Erik Lehnsherr 
(Michael Fassbender) unlocking 
his devastating power of 
magnetism thanks to the 
provocation of a sadistic 
concentration camp 
commandant (Kevin Bacon). 



At the same time in Westchester, 
New York, young telepath 
Charles Xavier (James McAvoy) 
meets shape-shifter Raven 
Darkholme (Jennifer Lawrence) 
and they become close friends. 

Fast forward to 1962 and Erik is 
hunting down the commandant 
to exact revenge for his parents. 

It transpires that the German 
officer has reinvented himself as 
power-hungry globe-trotter 
Sebastian Shaw, who intends to 
spark nuclear war between 
Russia and America aided by 
mutant sidekicks Emma Frost 
(January Jones), Azazel (Jason 
Flemyng) and Riptide (Alex 
Gonzalez). 


Standing in his way are Charles, 
Raven and five gifted mutants - 
Angel (Zoe Kravitz), Banshee 
(Caleb Landry Jones), Beast 
(Nicholas Hoult), Darwin (Edi 
Gathegi) and Havok (Lucas Till). 
At first Charles and Erik work 
together to defeat Sebastian, 
their common enemy. 

However, a grave rift opens 
between the mutant leaders, 
lighting the fuse on the brutal 
and bloody war between the X- 
Men and Magneto’s 
brotherhood. 

X-Men: First Class is a terrific 
reinvention, adhering closely to 
the comics to appease fans 
while entertaining cinema 
audiences with a tight script, 
snappy editing and directorial 
brio. 

McAvoy and Fassbender are 
assured actors, capable of 
heartbreaking emotion, and 
there are plenty of tears here as 
nuclear war looms. 

The only quibble is 
Fassbender’s wavering accent, 
which jigs from Europe to 
County Kerry and resonates so 
strongly of the Emerald Isle by 
the closing frames that you have 
to question if the Polish prologue 
was fantasy.
